A devested town, with its rubble-covered basements and junked technical faci- 
lities, is a more plausible location for such a sender than is an isolated region sue* 
as toe Fichtenberg, the Hars, the Hunsrack, or the Sehwarswald, Shifts of location 
as the sender incurs the danger of DF-ing are also more plausible in a town of some 
siae and suitable ruin*

Then they tell with glee how they built their sender, ^nd 
how much better It Is then the meteurish contriv-nce built by 
Becicdoor. 

Swinging Into the subjectaatter proper, they engnge In on 
elaborate refutation of the backdoor ohr.rge that the HJ Is wholly 

controlled from ebove, but the unskillful nature of the refutrtlon 

goes to prove the Backdoor assertions, Moreover, by listing pnd 
detailing the ways In which the HJ successfully fights ^ckdoor, 
they provide evidence that Backdoor really is a ?;idesprend end 
affective prgenization. 

The main theae, however, Is JKT fanaticism with the gloves off 
They seize the opportunity to tell Foergler, Miesmecher fnd 1 v«ig- 
gestrigen whet the HJ rosily represents:

nated. 

d. Boasting nbout the exalted posts held in the the 

-ehnaacht, and the Volkssturn by the HJ,plus tries of 
their heroic self- as .orifices which arke it apparent 
that meny of the/n hrve whet amount to suloid-l obses- 
sions. 

e. Totalling of plans for r^olng underground whtch "re so 
irresponsible thPt ?ny cautious German o-^n see that if 
he aids the HJ by even giving shelter he will himself 
Inevitrbly be cnught an'* trier! by the llies. 

f. tfndergeng rrenohmenta: Ger^ny will go up in smoke be- 
fore the Hasis surrender. The lust for a gr^nd-or erotic 
Valhslla finale when d f en ted should here be evident. 

All of this will be very difficult to do, for icere ceretures will 
blow the oover in no time- Further, It must be reckoned with in ad- 
vance that xaony Nazis v.ill welcoiae t rues sage of this kind. There 
is e very thin line between whrt will benefit us and whnt will be- 
nefit the Geroens.
